The University Police are now telling students it’s

bng as it is one that belongs to the BYU Police 
j'epartment. 
4“Borrow A Bike’ is a program that allows students 
» borrow specially-marked bikes on campus for use 
) go from one campus area to another,” said crime 
revention officer Dave Adams. 
Adams said the program is only starting out with a 
tw bikes. “All of the bikes being used were originally 
Inpounded and are unclaimed. The bikes have been 
jrightly painted and carefully marked to show BYU 
wnership and are placed unlocked at various bike 
lack locations around campus,” he said. “This crime 
revention program was first used at the University 
f Michigan to educate students to borrow a bike 
astead of taking their neighbor’s,” Adams said. 
\A representative of the University of Michigan said 
fae ‘Borrow A Bike’ program was run by a student 
irganization and it lasted nearly 2 years. 


Adams said last year nearly 30 bikes were stolen 
that were left unlocked on campus, and many of the 
thefts happened because students took the bikes to 
get from one place on campus to the other. 

The University Police have provided rules for the 
‘Borrow A Bike’ program: 
¢ The bicycles are to be used only on BYU campus 
property. 

: The program is only to be a service to BYU stu- 
ents. 

¢ The bicycles should be re-parked at any bike rack 

on campus. 

¢ The bicycle usage is a first-come, first-served pro- 
am. 

“Citations will be issued for misuse of the bikes,” 
Adams said. Officers will do periodical checks of the 
bicycles to make sure they are still working and to 
see if any are missing, 

“I think this is a yery good idea because it’s a good 
way to use unclaimed bikes and also a convenient 
way to get to class,” said Todd Pedersen, 23, a junior 
in international relations from Idaho Falls, Idaho. |

Years of work could pay off for 


Utah Valley Community College 
today as the State Board of 
Regents votes on the proposal to 
make the school a four-year institu- 
tion. The decision will be made at I 
p.m. in the UVCC Ballroom. 

Rolf Kerr, commissioner of the 
Utah State Board of Regents, 
released his recommendation 
Monday regarding UVCC’s propos- 
al to offer four-year degrees. He 
suggests expansion, but more limit- 
ed than the college’s original pro- 
posal. 

Kerr began his recommendation, 
“It is obvious that opinions on this 
issue have been polarized. Almost 
any recommendation I might pro- 
vide would be acceptable to some 
and unacceptable to others. From 
the very outset, my motivation and 
intent have not been to do what 
seems most acceptable, but to lis- 
ten carefully, to examine all issues 
and options thoroughly, and to seek 
the best solution for Utah and its 


citizens under current circum- 
stances.” 

Kerr has several propositions in 
his three-page recommendation, 
but the basic idea is that additional 
baccalaureate programs are needed 
in Utah County but should be 
implemented on a trial basis before 
approving the model proposed by 
UVCC. 


“The model proposed by UVCC 
should be adequately tested 
through a deliberate, phased trial 
period, by authorizing and funding 
development and delivery of a few 
specialized, high degree programs 
of particular relevance to regional 
economic needs and interests,” 
Kerr said. 

He went on to list business man- 
agement, computer science and 
technology management as the 
four-year degrees that should be 
offered during the trial period, with 
a stipulation that they provide 
enough faculty, library resources 
and student support services with- 
out relying on library and other 
resources of BYU. 


a 4-year institution 


Derek Hall, UVCC assistant 
director of college relations, said 
the final outcome will depend 
largely on two things: The commis- 
sioner’s recommendation and the 
influence of four-year-program sup- 
porter Mike Leavitt, recently elect- 
ed. Utah governor, who is also a 
member of the Board of Regents. 

Proposed degrees not recommend- 
ed by Kerr included liberal arts, 
accountancy, legal assisting, educa- 
tion and fire science. 

In regards to fulfilling the educa- 
tion needs in Utah County, Kerr 
said, “Notwithstanding recent sub- 
stantial increases in Utah County 
residents being accepted into BYU, 
the state cannot look to BYU in the 
years ahead as the sole source of 
major baccalaureate offerings for 
the local population.” 

In a meeting with the regents on 
Oct. 22, Pres. Kerry Romesburg of 
UVCC presented the plan to con- 
vert the college into a four-year 
university and comments were 
heard by students, faculty, local 
business leaders and legislators.

WASHINGTON — Bathed in television 
lights and looking a bit awe-struck, eleven 
new senators arrived at the Capitol Monday 
to learn the nuts and bolts of their new jobs. 

Among the vital lessons: How they and 
their staffs will get paid, ethics rules govern- 
ing senators and where to go for computers 
and telephones. 

“I’m a little overwhelmed right at this 
moment,” said Dianne Feinstein, a new 
Democratic senator from California who was 
at the center of a mob of reporters and TV 
cameras. Driving to the Capitol past the 
city’s monuments, “all of a sudden I looked 
at them a little differently,” she said. As the 
car passed the Lincoln Memorial, “I said, 
‘Hello, Abe,’ and someone in the car said, 


‘Welcome, Dianne.” 

The daylong orientation, behind closed 
doors, included a visit from Vice President- 
elect Al Gore. Participants said he told the 
new class “we are on the same new adven- 
ture” in trying to make the government work 
better. Gore, who as vice president will also 
be president of the Senate, is expected to be 
an important liaison between the new 
Clinton White House and the lawmakers it 
will rely on to get its policies enacted. 

Asked about the big issues facing them, 
many new senators mentioned reducing the 
federal budget deficit, stimulating the econo- 
my and revamping health care as top legisla- 
tive priorities. 

The new lawmakers ran into an early bar- 
rier when handed a thick book of the 
Senate’s arcane rules, in small type. The job 


of breaking government gridlock may be 
“more of a job than I reckoned,” said 
Feinstein. 

For all their newness, the freshmen are 
hardly novices. Most come from local elected 
offices, and one — Bob Bennett, a 
Republican from Utah — is the son of a for- 
mer senator, Wallace Bennett. 

The eleven sat through a succession of 
meals and speakers. Capitol physician Dr. 
Robert Krasner told them not to neglect 
their health in a new job that will mean a 
dena Nida schedule and sometimes long 

ours. “Don’t send your administrative assis- 
tant to take your ele as one senator 
did years ago, he joked, according to one par- 
ticipant. 

Barbara Boxer, a former House member 
and newly elected Democrat from California 


said coming to the Senate as part of a new 
class with four women, including Carol 
Moseley Braun, the first black female sena- 
tor, “is a very special moment.” There also is 
an American Indian, Ben Nighthorse 
Campbell, D-Colo. “It looks more like 
America,” she said. 

Most of the new senators will be sworn in 
on Jan. 5 when Congress reconvenes. 
Feinstein, who is filling out the last two 
years of an unexpired term, will be sworn in 
Tuesday. 

The new senators are Feinstein; Boxer; 
Campbell; Dirk. Kempthorne, R-Idaho; 
Braun, D-Ill.; Judd Gregg, R-N.H.; D.M. 
Faircloth, R-N.C.; Byron Dorgan, D-N.D.; 
Bennett; Patty Murray, D-Wash., and 
Russell Feingold, D-Wis. 


Financial aid regulations 
will change next school year

Some students may get financial aid much more eas- 
ily during the 1993-94 school year. But others who 
had previously received grants may be getting rejec- 
tion notices in the mail next year. 

The changes in eligibility are a result of the re- 
authorization of the Higher Education Act signed by 
President Bush on July 23. Norm Finlinson, director 
of student financial aid at BYU, said Congress re- 
authorizes the Higher Education Act approximately 
every five years. 

Steve Olsen, federal programs coordinator, listed 
some of the major changes, but said there are still 
specifications the federal government has yet to send. 

Among some of the changes Olsen listed are: 

¢ Students who are not eligible for federally subsi- 
dized loans will be eligible for unsubsidized loans. 
Students who qualify for subsidized loans are not 


required to make payments on the loan or its interest 


until 6 months after the student graduates, discontin- 
ues or drops below half-time enrollment. Unsubsidized 


loans, however, require the student to pay the interest 


on the loan while the student is in school, or the inter- 
est will be added to the loan and the student will end 


up paying interest on the accumulated interest. The - 


loans are available for any term beginning on or after 
Oct. 1, 1992: 

¢ Single undergraduate students under the age of 24 
will only be considered independent if they are veter- 
ans of the armed forces, orphans or wards of the court 
or have dependents. Married students, graduate stu- 
dents, and students with circumstances deemed 
unusual will also be classified independent. This will 
take effect beginning in the 1993-94 school year. 

e Also, home and farm equity (if the family still lives 
on the farm property) of the student’s parents will no 
longer be considered in the need analysis calculation, 
beginning in the 1993-94 school year, Olsen said. 

“Students and parents who have substantial home 
equity or family farm equity will be more eligible for 
aid for 1993-94 because these two items have been 
eliminated from the need analysis,” Olsen said. 

Some worry Bill Clinton’s election could mean 
change in federal financial aid, but Utah’s 3rd District 
Congressman Bill Orton said Clinton can make no 
changes, as it is already a law.

Germans warned of neo-Nazi violence 


BERLIN — Germany marked the 54th anniversary of the Nazis’ 
“Crystal Night” attacks on Jews with solemn memories on Monday of 
destroyed Jewish communities and warnings about a wave of neo-Nazi 
violence. In Berlin, Mayor Eberhard Diepgen helped lay the cornerstone 
of a new Jewish Museum intended to Hear the world’s attention to 
today’s treatment of Jews in the city where the Holocaust was planned. 

The euphoria of unification gave way long ago to worries about the cost 
of merging the country’s bankrupt formerly Communist eastern lands 
with its long-prosperous west. The burden has been compounded by the 
cost of caring for tens of thousands of foreign asylum seekers. 

All over the country, observances of what Germans call the “Pogrom 
Night” of 1938 were colored by worry about the right-wing violence and 
new signs of anti-Semitism. 

Vandals painted swastikas and slogans saying “No to Arabs and Jews” 
on a monument to 19th century Prussian royalty in Berlin late Sunday. 

The head of the Central Council of Jews in Germany, Ignatz Bubis, 
said at a ceremony in Bremen that the wounds of the Holocaust are not 
yet healed and he admonished political leaders to stand up to extreme 
rightists. | 


American escapes capture by 4 Iraqis 


KUWAIT — An American bomb disposal specialist said Monday he 
escaped from four Iraqis who tried to capture him at gunpoint in the dis- 
puted border zone between Iraq and Kuwait. — 

William Smith, 36, of Yorktown, Texas, told The Associated Press he 
was running from the Iraqis, one of whom aimed a pistol at him, when a 
United Nations vehicle stopped and picked him up Saturday morning. 

_ Smith works with Environmental Health Research and Testing, an 
American company helping clear hundreds of thousands of mines left 
after the Persian Gulf War. 

“I was scared to death,” Smith said. “I didn’t think they wanted to kill 
me, but I knew they wanted to capture me.” 

The incident apparently occurred in a disputed border zone created 
after the Gulf War, when the United Nations shifted the previous Iraq- 
Kuwaiti border slightly to the north. 


New York judge charged with blackmail 


NEW YORK — As the state’s top judge, Sol Wachtler seemed to have 
it all: a brilliant career and a happy, 41-year marriage. 

The FBI painted a darker portrait — a man so obsessed with an attrac- 
tive socialite he may have ruined his life for her. 

Within two days, Wachtler, 62, went from respected. jurist, prominent 
Republican politician and admirable family man to tabloid headliner. He 
was arrested Saturday on charges of trying to blackmail his mistress 
after she ended their affair. : 

While his associate judges in Albany considered whether to suspend 
him from his $120,000-a-year post, Wachtler was confined to a small 
room at Long Island Jewish Hospital. He was under 24-hour guard for 
fear he might kill himself, said Flip Lorenzoni, chief deputy U.S. mar- 
shal in New York City. 

Wachtler was scheduled for a bail hearing Tuesday in federal court in 
Manhattan. 


U.S., Europe battle over wine tariffs 


BRUSSELS, Belgium — European ministers agreed Monday to seek a 
quick resumption of talks with the United States to avoid a trans- 
Atlantic trade war, but also went along with France’s demand for the 
European Community to prepare its own list of retaliatory sanctions. 

Italian Foreign Trade Minister Claudio Vitalone said the 12 EC states 
asked the bloc’s Executive Commission to draft a list of U.S. goods to be 
targeted for trade sanctions if Washington imposes punitive tariffs on 
white wines and other EC products. 

“The need has been stressed to come to a conclusion with the 
Americans ... before the end of the year,” said Nico Wegter, an EC 
Commission spokesman. 

The ministers issued a statement in which they expressed “grave con- 
cerns at the dangers inherent in the present situation.” 

The statement made no mention of trade retaliation, but both Vitalone 
and French foreign minister Roland Dumas told reporters the EC states 


had formally requested the EC Commission draw up an American-goods 


hit list.. ‘ ope ata ear |

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Preparedness Expo 
features blowguns, 
basics, Bo Gritz

People got a taste of basics, blow- 
guns and Bo Gritz at the 
Preparedness Expo ’92 at the Salt 
Palace in Salt Lake City last week- 
end. 

The purpose of the multifaceted 
expo was to teach people “emer- 
gency preparedness and self-reliant 
living ... for peace of mind in our 
changing world.”

Other taste- 
bud ventures ranged from tradi- 
tional dried fruit and home-ground 
flour to space-packed ration blocks 
resembling dry cookie dough. 

One exhibit demonstrated and 
sold blowguns. Booth operators 
said blowguns and paintballing are 
popular games, although blowguns 
can be dangerous and even fatal in 
some circumstances. California 
outlaws the use of blowguns. 

Bo Gritz paraphernalia was a hot 
item at the convention. Buttons 
and books from the Green Beret 
commander and former Pentagon 
chief invited eyes to take another 
look at the New World Order. 

Gritz presented a three-part sem- 
inar on America. In part one,

the Iran raid sabotage, Jimmy 
Carter’s defeat and the near-assas- 
sination of Ronald Reagan. He said 
conspirators date back to Abraham 
Lincoln. 

“The government doesn’t want 
police officers to know about the 
pretense of racial riots and drug 
control,” said founder of the Police 
of the New World Order Jack 
McLamb. 

“The L.A. riot was an orchestrat- 
ed event, although the beatings 
were not planned. The outcome in 
the Rodney King trial was staged. 
They took an incident and made it 
fit ie what they wanted,” McLamb 
said. 

“There are four G’s to survival — 
God, groceries, guns and gold,” said 
financial adviser Don McAlvany, 
author of “Toward a New World 
Order — the Countdown to Arma- 
geddon.” He advised people to 
avoid the stock market and large 
bank deposits, reduce debts rapidly 
and develop a second source of 
income. 

The Release Work of Utah, anoth- 
er exhibit, offered emotional 
release methods to deal with crisis. 
The exhibit invited people to learn 
long-practiced psychological meth- 
ods — termed release work — to 
free themselves of trauma, fear and 
anxiety. 

“Every family needs to know this 
method for crisis times, even to 
help children in school,” said Sue 
Phillips, a certified release work 
practitioner. 


Environmental author

A modern-day Thoreau will 
address students tonight at 7 in 
445 MARB.

England. He came to the United 
States on an extended backpacking 
trip in 1961. Platts said he has 
devoted his life to protecting and 
sustaining the natural habitat of 
the Sonoran Desert, and has 
become actively involved in protect- 
ing it from further development 
and exploitation.
